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New plans will bring life back 
to The Standard music venue 


■ Permission granted for music 
venue, bar, supermarket and flats 

■ Blackhorse Lane set to become a 
new ‘cultural hub’ 



Live music will return to the 
historic Standard music venue 
in Blackhorse Lane as part of a 
comprehensive development on 
the site of the old pub. 

The development is part of a wider 
plan to bring new homes, shops and 
workspaces to the area. 

Plans for a basement music 
venue, a mezzanine bar, a 
supermarket and 50 new residential 
flats have been granted provisional 
permission. The development will 
provide first-class facilities for both 
residents and visitors to the area. 

The Standard was a hotel and 
pub before it became a dedicated 
entertainment venue in 1986. It has 
hosted artists including Suzi Quatro 
and Kula Shaker, as well as comedy 
stars Alan Davies, Harry Enfield and 
Jack Dee. 

It was bought in 2011 by Turkish 
Food Centre and was expected 
to become a supermarket. The 
Council’s Regeneration Team has 
been working closely with the 


landowners to make sure that the 
plans become a reality and the 
Standard’s future as a live music 
venue is secured. 

Cllr Simon Miller, Cabinet Member 
for Economic Growth and High 
Streets, said: “The historic Standard 
pub is central to our plans for the 
Blackhorse Lane area where we are 
regenerating to make a new cultural 
hub in Waltham Forest. 

“The Council’s vision for this 
Blackhorse Lane development is 
to build new homes, provide new 
shops, and create a welcoming 
environment for musicians and 
performers where they can perfect 
their craft. It will provide an important 
borough and London-wide cultural 
facility, and support the Council’s 
ambition to make Waltham Forest 
the first London Borough of Culture. 

“Live music venues are critical 
to the development of artists and 
we are determined to support local 
creatives.” 

The Council is also supporting 


the safeguarding of historic venues 
with the Regal cinema in Highams 
Park. It was recently announced that 
plans to restore the building and add 
three new arthouse cinema screens 


are being developed with Curzon 
Cinemas. 

The Standard was given a facelift 
last year by artist Maser, organised 
by Wood Street Walls.

Hep C tests to 
combat virus 

The Council is working with partners 
Waltham Forest CCG, Barts Health and local 
voluntary organisations to raise awareness 
and encourage testing for Hepatitis C. The 
virus causes inflammation of the liver, 
but often doesn’t have any noticeable 
symptoms until the liver has been 
significantly damaged. Dr Monica Lascar, a 
Consultant Physician at Barts Health NHS 
Trust based at Whipps Cross University 
Hospital, explained: “New hepatitis C drugs 
cure more than 80 per cent of those treated 
and prevent transmission to other people. 
Cllr Naheed Asghar, Cabinet Member for 
Health and the Voluntary Sector said: 
Hepatitis is more prevalent among people 
who are homeless, drug users, and those 
affected by HIV but anyone can get hepatitis 
C and HIV Free confidential screenings are 
at locations across the borough.

Neighbourhood Officers spent the day delivering

A day of action to crack down 
on envirocrime in the borough 
saw great success last week. 

Neighbourhoods Officers spent 
a day delivering penalties and 
warnings for fly-tipping, littering, 
incorrect licencing, underage sales 
and inadequate private rented 
housing. 

In all, 50 on-the-spot fines of £80 
were issued for littering, three £400 
notices were issued for fly-tipping 
and three shops were caught 
selling alcohol to underage teens. 

In addition, 18 notices were given 
to deal with pest control, 12 Waste 
Transfer notices were issued and 
nine food standards inspections 
were carried out resulting in one 
premises voluntarily shutting down 
because of poor hygiene levels.

a busy day - they visited 18 
premises for non-compliance with 
our Landlord Licensing Scheme. 
Owners found to be in breach 
could face civil penalties of up to 
£30,000. Three unlicensed Houses 
in Multiple Occupation were 
identified and seven properties 
were identified in poor condition, 
which will be subject to further 
enforcement. A landlord was 
charged for the clearing of this dirty 
front garden and another 20 were 
reported to the Neighbourhoods 
Team.

“We work tirelessly to keep the 
borough clean and safe. 

“On days like this we crack down 
on everything from food standards 
to littering.

Q&A with a Housing Officer 


We asked our social media 
followers what they would like 
to know about housing in the 
borough. We got a Housing 
Officer to answer some, and 
we’ll feature more in the next 
Waltham Forest News. 

What is the Council doing to 
combat homelessness in the 
borough? 

We work in many ways to 
prevent homelessness and help 
homeless people. We improve 
life opportunities by looking at 
employment and training and 
look at relocation and housing 
possibilities in the private and public 
housing sector. To support us, we 
work with external partners like 
St Mungo’s, who have created the 
St Mungo’s Hub on Forest Road 
which supports street homeless 
people find accommodation. 

This is just scratching the surface 


of our work, to read our current 
Homelessness Prevention Strategy,

What do you do if you suspect 
that a house on your road is a 
House in Multiple Occupation? 

Check the Public Registers 
on the Council website to see 
if the property is licensed. If it is 
not on there, contact the Private 
Rented Property Licensing 
team at propertylicensing@ 
walthamforest.gov.uk. They will 
carry out further investigation and if 
necessary, inspect and prosecute. 

Is the Council building new 
council houses? 

To make sure we have enough 
council properties, the Council 
has committed to building more 
than 500 council homes for rent 
over the next few years. We also 


plan to redevelop council-owned 
sites to deliver 2,000 new council 
homes over the next five years.

Do any housing blocks in the 
borough have the same cladding 
as Grenfell Tower? 

We were able to confirm that 
none of our council properties have 
the same type of cladding as was 
involved in the disaster at Grenfell 
Tower shortly after the fire. We have 
been in contact with our residents 
in high rise housing blocks since the 
tragic incident to let them know our 
fire safety arrangements and to give 
fire safety advice. 

When will housing for those 
on a lower income become a 
priority? 

The Council really cares about 


making sure people on a lower 
income have access to housing. 

We make sure that our 
developments include a proportion 
of affordable homes, and offer 
shared ownership schemes, rent 
to save and help to buy schemes.

Is the Council planning to take 
Community Led Housing further 
in the Borough? 

We recently consulted with 
residents on Community Led 
Housing (housing provided by the 
community). We are still working 
through the responses and will 
be using the findings to guide our 
approach in future. We will also 
be holding a seminar event on 
Community Led Housing later in 
the year.

Get a Better 
Boiler 

A ‘Better Boilers’ scheme is helping 
vulnerable Londoners to prepare for the 
winter. Replacements and repairs for 
inefficient and broken boilers will be 
given free to owner occupied households 
who receive qualifying benefits. Better 
Boilers has already helped hundreds of 
Londoners to reduce their energy bill by 
an average of around £150. They also 
reap other benefits such as a reduced 
risk of carbon monoxide poisoning and 
improved local air quality. 

The scheme is open to new applications 
until Thursday 31 August, or until all 
remaining funds are allocated. Get your 
application in soon to avoid missing out.

Overground to 
extend 

An extension to the Gospel Oak to 
Barking London Overground line, which 
passes through Walthamstow Queens 
Road station, has been given the green 
light by the Government. Construction 
on the new line, which will extend 4.5 
kilometres into Barking Riverside, will 
begin in summer 2018. Train services 
will commence in late 2021. The 
extension is an important part of the 
Mayor’s Transport Strategy, which plans 
to create a fairer, greener, healthier and 
more prosperous city by improving public 
transport and encouraging active travel. 
Sadiq Khan, Mayor of London, said: “This 
is wonderful news for east London. The 
extension of the Overground will ensure 
residents have the high-quality transport 
links they need.”

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Lea Bridge Station 
on track to success 


■ 15 months after reopening to the public, Lea 
Bridge Station is a resounding success 

■ Services per hour set to double by the end of 
the year 


It’s been 15 months since our 
campaign to reopen Lea Bridge 
Station was successful and 
the station came back into 
operation. Now, over a year 
on, our figures show that the 
station has exceeded all initial 
expectations. 

When the station was opened, 
we expected 352,000 journeys 
to be made in the first year. That 
target has been smashed, with 
532,000 journeys taken after just 


12 months of operation. We also 
estimated that approximately 900 
people a day would use the station 
as part of their journey. Figures 
show that in reality almost 1,500 
commuters use the station on a 
daily basis. That means 3,500 more 
journeys happen a week than we 
originally thought and this number 
continues to grow. 

Cllr Simon Miller, Cabinet 
Member for Economic Growth 
and High Streets, says “After 


injecting £12million to kick-start our 
regeneration and growth plans in 
the Lea Bridge area, I’m thrilled to 
learn that the station is having such 
a positive impact and the number 
of passengers has well exceeded 
our expectations.” 

“The line provides a direct link 
to Stratford and Tottenham Hale, 
and this station gives passengers 
journey times as short as five 
minutes. This number has been 
achieved with just two trains an 


hour, so with the future planned 
four trains an hour and the increase 
in new homes in the area we should 
expect even greater numbers!” 

What does it mean for local 
residents and commuters? 

• Better access to Stratford and 
Tottenham Hale, as well as Lee 
Valley Regional Park and Leyton 

• Shorter journey times, a journey 
that takes 40 minutes on the bus 
takes five minutes on the train 

• Kick starts plans to reinvigorate 
this area with new homes, new 
community and health facilities 
and new shops and business 
space 

• The demand from commuters 
means Network Rail will double 
the services per hour by the end 
of the year so they run every 15 
minutes 

Commuters will now be able to 
grab a coffee from mobile espresso 
bar, Ruffle and Rowe Coffee, which 
will be serving hot coffee every 
weekday morning outside the 
station. 

Mat Ruffle, a Walthamstow 
resident who set up the company 
with Grace Rowe said: ‘This is my 
second week here and already I am 
seeing customer numbers increase. 

I am looking forward to the increase 
in train services - more customers 
- and what the Council is doing to 
improve the area’.

7. In So far as any provision imposed by 
this Order conflicts or is inconsistent with 
any provision of any Order made under 
the Road Traffic Regulation Act 1984, as 
amended, the provisions of this Order shall 
prevail only at such times and to such 
extent as regulatory signs are displayed 

in relation to the measures set out in this 
Notice. 

8. The Order will come into operation 
on 14th August 2017 and will be valid 
for 18 months, or until the said works are 
completed, whichever is the sooner. 

*NOTE: These works would not be carried 
out simultaneously in all roads mentioned 
above but in a sequence as directed by the 
Council. Orient Way will be closed from Lea 
Bridge Road junction to Marshall Road mini 
roundabout on one Saturday night from 
8.00 pm to 6.00am to lift three bridges 

at the end of October 2017. Access and 
Egress will be required for works vehicles 
at a construction site situated at the 
south-west extremity of Ive Farm Lane and 
is anticipated for a period of 12 months; 
however the Order period has been 
extended in case of bad weather or other 
constraints which may abort works. 

Leaflets would be distributed and signage 
placed in advance of any works which 
would give more specific details on 
the exact dates and locations of the 
prohibitions, restrictions and effects of 
any temporary traffic management and 
diversion routes as necessary.
